• Please empty and make sure containers are free from food and liquid.

Bulk Waste is limited to 6 cubic yards per  
pickup and placed not more than 3 feet from  
the curb or roadway in front of your residence.

Special Bulk Waste Pickup is $26.52 per 
cubic yard. Call WM for an accurate quote based 
on how many cubic yards you have for pick up.

Yard Waste may be placed in the roll-out cart. 
Excess yard waste not placed in a roll-out cart 
must meet the following requirements: must  
not exceed 6 feet in length, 6 inches in diameter 
and weigh less than 40 pounds. Excess yard 
waste shall be neatly stacked, tied or secured.

Loose Bulk Waste (i.e. rock, gravel, mulch etc.) 
must be set out in a container with weight not  
to exceed 40 pounds of the contents.

Glass Material All glass material must be placed 
in a sturdy rigid container for safe collection. 
Do not place glass material in with your regular 
bulk waste. Instead, place the glass material 
adjacent to the bulk waste to facilitate separate 
handling.

CURBSIDE COLLECTION GUIDELINES 
SOLID WASTE
• Residents may place at the curb up to two roll-out carts for regular waste collection. 

• Additional roll-out carts may be utilized by those residents requiring more service 
than the “base” plan. These “extra carts” must be subscribed to and prepaid in 
advance, at a rate of $9.01 per month per cart (other charges apply).

• Residents that have more than two carts will be required to either, subscribe for 
additional service by calling WM Sales Department or return the extra carts by 
contacting WM Customer Service at (954) 974-7500.

• Unregistered Carts will not be serviced on garbage collection days.

6 CUBIC YARDS

APPROXIMATELY: 
8 FT X 7 FT X 3 FT

Residents are permitted 
a maximum of 6 cubic 
yards in total of bulk waste 
combined to place out for 
collection. To schedule

BULK WASTE COLLECTION GUIDELINES 
Vegetative Waste This includes, but is not 
limited to, shrub and tree trimmings, grass 
clippings, palm fronds, and tree branches. 
Vegetative Waste must be a part of normal 
yard maintenance and be generated by the 
customer at the Residential Service Unit. 
Vegetative waste individual items must not  
exceed 6 feet in length, 12 inches in
diameter and weigh less than 40 pounds.

Bulk Waste should not be placed out earlier 
than 24 hours before scheduled pick up or 
in accordance with city code. Items placed 
curbside prior to designated collection 
schedule will be subject to violation.

ACCEPTABLE BULK WASTE 
Household items: Furniture, mattresses, 
bundled and tied carpet and padding. 
White Goods: Washer, dryer, stove and 
refrigerator with freon removed. 
Home improvement project materials will 
be collected only if generated by resident.
Vegetative, see guidelines under yard 
waste. 

NON ACCEPTABLE BULK WASTE 
• No construction or building materials  
	 from commercial contractors
• No automobile or marine parts
• No dirt, rocks or sod
• No hazardous waste
• Do not mix garbage with bulk
• No black bags. Only clear bags with 	
	 acceptable bulk waste will be collected.

HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE (HHW) & ELECTRONICS RECYCLING

Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) includes paint, batteries, tires and similar 
materials.  Electronic Materials include computers, computer monitors, 
televisions, printers, scanners, and similar devices. Neither HHW nor Electronic 
Materials are collected as solid waste, recycling, or bulk trash. 

The City offers one Saturday per month drop-off events, which allow residents  
to dispose of these materials. This is available for Cooper City residents only, 
proof of residency will be required.
